needs to be assisted by an alternate, 

Considering that, in cases where this need has been 
found by the Security Council to exist, the Secretary- 
General is authorized by the same resolution to reimburse 
Member States retroactively for the travelling and 
subsistence expenses of the alternates of their represen- 
tatives on the said commissions, 

Notes that since the institution of the under-mentioned 
commissions the representatives of Member States that 
are participating or have participated have each had to 
be assisted by an alternate: 

1. The Committee of Good Offices, which has now j 
become the United Nations Commission for Indonesia; , 

2. The United Nations Commission for India and •
